While dipping may not be done at 


lay season. It ihould. It possible, b* 
avoided In cold weather for obvious 
reasons. The most favorable time for 
the spring dipping Is a few days 
after shearing time. By this time th» 
ticks will have largely transferred 
trora the ewes to the lambs. At thl» 
lime comparatively little material I» 
Deeded. If the Cock Is badly Infested 
It U Important to repeat the operatloa 
In ten days In order to destroy the In- 
sects that have hatched during tr->

All poultry to be shipped should be 


dry 
picked. 
Attach 
a small, firm 


cord, double, to a hook overhead, just 
long enough to slip noose around the 
bird's legs at a convenient 
height for 


picking. 
Provide a 
receptacle for 


blood, another for feathers If they are 
to be fared. 


The bird should have had access ta 


neither food nor water for twenty-four 
hours, and should be caught carefully 
so as not to bruise or badly frighten 
it. This is easily done by darkening 
the place where they are confined or 
catching with a crook similar to the 
old time shepherd's crook. 


Suspend the bird and with a double 


edged poultry knife cut each side of 
the throat to sever the jugular, then 
up and backward through the roof of 
mouth into the brain to destroy the 
sense of pain. Place a hook in lower 
beak with a weight attached, ar.d be- 
gin to pick the wings, as these cocl 
quickest. 
The breast feathers come 


off very easily, and there 
is 
small 


need of tearirg the skin if care ia ex- 
ercised. 


When p:cked remove the hock and, 


where the market requires it, cut oJ 
the head and draw the sk!n over the 
stump ar.d 
tie 
neatly, remove en- 


trails, cutting as small a place around 
the vent as possible. \Vh-n the head 
and entrails are left, simply wash all 
blood from the beak. Press wings and 
legs close to body and 
tie a 
string 


arcund to hold them. See that feet 
ar.d shanks are clean, and cool them 
in as compact a shape as possible. 
This gives them a plump appearance, 
and they also pack for shipment much 
better.

When 
ft calf shows signs of the scours, the 
Bilk supply should be reduced one- 
half, and the amount gradually In 
creased as the calf shows signs ofi 
Improvement.

:ross buns for Easter: 


To one cupful of scalded milk «<Jd 


3ne-fourth cupful of su;ar. two ta- 
j;espoonful» of butter and one-half 
Jeaspoonfnl o'f salt. When It 1* cooled 
enough not to bcrt tbe yeast cake— ; 
that la. *l»out lukewarm—add one-half 


3f a yeast cake JlssolTed In one-fourth 
cupful of lukewtra water. Also »dd 
three-fourths of a teasfoonful of clnna- 
man and three ccpfuls of !hxr and one 
1&; well beaten. 
Jill these well before addins a half 


capful of raisins ind currants mlied. 
The raUIns should b« cut up and 
•toned, of course. Let It rise carefully 
covered like any buns or rolls over- 
night If for breakfast. la the morning 
lhape the buns like large btscnlts, tear- 
Ing a space of an Inch for them to 
ipread. and let them rise well. . 


Brush them orer with beaten eg? 


and bake about twenty minutes. When 
cool make a frosting Into tbe form of 
a cross on the top of each or else cot 
* cross In each Just before baking 
and scatter sugar on when" serving 
them. A glaze of milk and melted but- 
ter can also be used wiped orer with 
a bit of soft cotton cloth when they are 
Just ready to take from the oren.

RADISHES GOOD MONEY CROP 


They Are Easy to 
Grow, Develop 


Quickly and There If Little Ex- 


pense in Producing Them. 


For the parde^er who lives near a 


good market 
early radishes 
often 


prove a money-making crop. From 
the open garden, radishes are the first 
crop in the spring that can be turned 
into mocey. They are easy to grow, 
develop quickly and there Is little 
expense in producing them. 


The first showing should be made 


very early—the first day the ground 
dries off a little on top. Make another 
sowing a week or tea days later, and a 
third a week after that. If one sowing 
fails another will come oa all right. 
Even though all three sowings pro- 
duces crops, these successive sowings 
are necessary in order to provide crisp, 
tender radishes for several weeks, 
writes W. F. Purdue la Farm and 
Home. Host varieties grow very 
quickly and soon become woody and 
unsuitable for use. 


The seed can be sown broadcast or 


drilled In rows a foot apart. Either 
way Is all right because a crop will 
make itself before any 
weeding la 


necessary. Use seed at the rate of 
about Elz pounds per acre and more 
nice specimens will be produced than 
if sown thicker. 


As BOOn as the first radishes 
are 


ready to pull, select the largest and] 
nicest, wash them we!! and tie la;' 
benches of »Ix or twelve. Early In the 
season the stores pay us five centi per 
Imnch of 12, a little liter ten ceaU for 
three bunches, and finally two cent* 
per bunch, when It no longer pays to 
bother.with them. Tbe remainder of 
the crop may be plowed under *nd 
the ground put to something else. 


The little turnip-rooted eorU 
are 


preferred In.most markets aad pay 
well. Tha only expense In producing 
radishes Is the iced, which costs from 
1ft to IS cents p«r ounce, and the work 
of sowing the seed and harvesting the 
crop.
